PROBABLY one of the m ost 
common disorders producing fe­ 
v er and a skin rash among ch il­ 
dren is not, as most parents would 
suppose, measles or scarlet fev er. 
It is a much milder disease known 
as roseola infa ntum . 
It occurs for the most pa rt 
am ong 
children 
between 
six 
m onths and three years of age, 
but. since few pa tients are seri­ 
ously ill, it frequently passes 
without being detected. 
On the other ha nd, some v ic­ 
tim s dev elop fev er as hig h a s 105 
degrees. Complications are rare, 
Out sometimes there may be con­ 
v ulsions as a result of the hig h 
fev er. 
The exact cause is not known, 
but it seems likely tha t a v irus is 
responsible. This condition dev el­ 
ops from 10 to 15 days a fter ex­ 
posure. and seems to occur most 
frequently in the spring and fa ll. 
One attack giv es permanent pro­ 
tection against further recur­ 
rences. 
Starts Suddenly 
Roseola Infa ntum starts sud­ 
denly with fev er, a lthoug h the 
child remains activ e and alert. 
The fev er lasts on an av erage of 
four days: the temperature then 
drojis down to a normal range, 
a fter which the rash appears. It 
is made up of pink spots, occur­ 
ring mainly on the chest, back, 
and abdomen and a little on the 
face. The rash does not Itch and 
completely 
disappears 
without 
a ny peeling in from two to 43 
hours. In past years, many of

During the a tta ck, the throa t 
and tonsils may be slig htly red­ 
dened. while the lymph glands in 
the neck may be swollen.

the symptoms. The sulfonamide 
drugs and such preparations as 
penicillin are apparently of no 
particular v alue. 
The child should be k^Dt a t 
rest in bed and giv en plenty of 
fluids. Such preparations as a s­ 
pirin may be used if the fev er is 
extremely hig h and, occasionally, 
a drug, such as phenobarbital 
may be used to stop or prev ent 
conv ulsions. 
While roseola Infantum is not 
a serious condition, It is impor­

Russia. 
It is clear from Sov iet plans 
and tactics, that they do not re­ 
g ard Western Europe worth th* 
powder. The Kremlin apparently 
feels that the will to resist is not 
in the European heart and that 
they 
can take any 
European 
country whenev er they want to. 
But Asia is now* their c e n t r a l 
problem and they are org a m iA 
ing to take the whole of it. 
In that prog ram an immediate 
objectiv e is Turkey . There they 
hav e so far been stopped by the 
United States. It must be assum­ 
ed by them that if they seize 
Turkey or Greece or Japan, the 
States 
will, 
or 
ev en 
mig ht, g o to war. As they wish 
to av oid war for 
the present, 
they do not make the thrust at 
Turkey .

The United States has missea 
the sig nificance of the hug e Mos­ 
lem world. It can be a barrier 
between the Christian and t h e 
Marx ist worlds; it can throw its 
streng th to either the Christian 
or Marx ist worlds. Today , the 
Moslems are 
as split 
as the 
Christians in their attitude 
to­ 
ward the Marx ists. Should t h e 
Moslems acquire leadership and 
unity , they could take the bai^t 
ance of power.

PROBABLY one of the most 
common disorders producing fe­ 
ver and a skin rash among chil­ 
dren is not. as most parents would 
suppose, measles or scarlet fever. 
It is a much milder disease known 
as roseola infantum . 
It occurs for the most part 
among 
children 
between 
six 
m onths and three years of age, 
but, since few patients are seri­ 
ously ill, It frequently passes 
without being detected. 
On the other hand, some vic­ 
tims develop fever as high as 105 
degrees. Complications are rare, 
hut sometimes there may be con­ 
vulsion! as a result of the high 
fever. 
The exact cause is not known, 
but it seems likely th at a virus is 
responsible. This condition devel­ 
ops from IO to 15 days after ex­ 
posure, and seems to occur most 
frequently In the spring and fall. 
One attack gives perm anent pro­ 
tection against further recur­ 
rences. 
Starts Suddenly 
Roseola Infantum starts sud­ 
denly a u h fever, although the 
child remains active and alert. 
The fever lasts on an average cf 
four days: the tem perature then 
drops do'a n to a normal range, 
after which the rash appears. It 
is made up of pink spots, occur­ 
ring mainly on the chest, back, 
and abdomen and a little on the 
face. Tne rash does not itch and 
completely 
disappears without 
any peeling in from two to 43 
hours. In past years, many of 
these cases were undoubtedly 
called measles, but, in measles, 
the 
tem perature 
reaches 
lls 
highest level at the time the rash 


appears, whereas in roseola in­ 
fantum, as 
we 
have already 
stated, the child's tem perature 
is normal when the rash is pres­ 
ent. 
Tile fever Is often between 102 
F to 105 F when first noted and 
may continue for from three to 
nine day*. The breathing and 
pulse rate are increased. 
On the first day of the condi­ 
tion, the number of white ceils 
in the blood are increased, but 
in two or three days, they be­ 
come less in number. 
During the attack, the throat 
and tonsils may be slightly red­ 
dened. while the lymph glands in 
the neck may be swollen. 
Relieve Symptoms 
The 
treatm ent employed 
is 
merely th at which will relieve 
the symptoms. Th# sulfonamide 
drugs and such preparations as 
penicillin are apparently of no 
particular value. 
The child should be k^H a t 
rest in bed and given plenty of 
fluids. Such preparations as as­ 
pirin may be used if the fever is 
extremely high and, occasionally, 
a drug, such as phenobarbital 
may be used to stop or prevent 
convulsions. 
While roseola Infantum is not 
a serious condition, it is impor­ 
tan t th at it be recognised when 
It occurs so the proper treatm ent 
for it may be used.
